Japanese headquarters said the 
raiders met no opposition from 
the air. 

However, the Chinese were re- 
ported ready for the promised 
Japanese attacks on the vital road 
between British Burma and China. 
Antiaircraft guns were said to be 
planted at many vantage points 
along the way. 

Supplies started moving toward 
China in the early darkness to- 
day after a three-month suspen- 
sion of traffic in a vain effort by 
the British to appease Japan. 

Trucks Speed North 

From Rangoon, Burma, came 
word that fleets of munitions 
trucks, long ready at the barrier 
to carry arms and munitions to 
the Chinese troops of Generalis- 
simo Chiang Kai-shek _ sped 
northward from the railhead at 
Lashio toward the border. A Brit- 
ish army officer said he never had 
seen a larger assemblage of trucks 
—and he served in the World War. 

Meanwhile, the British an- 
nounced indefinite postponement 
of the reopening of the Hongkong 
crown colony to the shipment of 
petroleum products and railway 
material to China, 

The Japanese, who are blockad- 
ing the south China coast, protest- 
ed against the opening of the 
Hongkong route to materials for 
China. 

Colonial Secretary N. L. Smith 
at first said that Hongkong road 
would be opened simultaneously 
with the Burma route, but a later 
communique said it would remain 
closed indefinitely.

The use of certain Greek air 
bases by Germany and Italy. 

The abdication of King George 
II, of Greece, the resignation of 
Premier-Dictator John Metaxas 
and the formation of a pro-Axis 
government.

Conscientious Objectors? 

There were a few peculiar ones, among 
those called to register for the military service 
of their country, last Wednesday. Not many, 
but a few who demonstrated the fanaticism 
of crooked thinking by refusing to register. 
There is proper machinery of the courts to 
take care of their cases. 

There were a few more who, registering, 
declared themselves as conscientious objectors. 
In the selective service act there is provision 
for these. If, and when, they are called their 
arguments will be heard and fair decision will 
be made: If their objection to taking military 
training is genuinely for conscience sake, they 
will be excused. Always the right of the truly 
conscientious objector has been recognized. 
He has not been required to undertake a com- 
batant role in war. 

However, few though the number of ob- 
jectors be, so few they count for nothing in 
the outcome, it is probable that there are still 
fewer who are, honestly, conscientious in their 
opposition to serving their country. 

There must first be weeded from the ranks 
of the objectors the misled publicity seekers, 
so eager for the spotlight, under any circum- 
stances, that they attract attention to them- 
selves by the spectacular manner of their ob- 
jecting. 

Then there are, undoubtedly, a few who ob- 
ject because of that most simple of human 
emotions, cowardice. For these there can be 
only sympathy and a prayer that their weak- 
ness may be overcome. 

Of the conscientious objectors who actually 
deserve exemption on such grounds, it is not 
likely any of us have yet heard. Men who sin- 
cerely hold such beliefs do not advertise it. 
They will go before their draft boards, quietly 
and sincerely, and state their grounds for ob- 
jection. The sincere ones should be exempt 
from combatant roles in any war that may 
come. ‘ 

If they are sincere, the sole ground for their 
Objection can only be a religious belief they 
must not kill another human, under any cir- 
cumstances. Such a belief must be respected. 

But there can be no ground for seeking to 
escape the dangers of war, other than that of 
cowardice. Those who cannot bring their con- 
sciences to permit the infliction of death, even 
in defense of home and country, could, how- 
ever, have no logieal ground for objection if 
they were inducted into non-combatant serv- 
ice. Such as, say, the duties of stretcher bear- 
ers in the front line. They should be gratified 
by such a chance to serve, for they would then 
be serving their country, sharing the danger 
of their fellows and, at the same time, re- 
fraining from any form of combat.

A Distinguished Atlantan 

All Atlanta has known, for years, that in 
Dr. Dan C. Elkin this city possessed one of 
the greatest of living surgeons. It was, there- 
fore, with no particular surprise, but extreme 
pleasure, that the city learned, this week, the 
Matas Award for distinguished work in vas- 
cular surgery had been bestowed upon Dr. 
Elkin. 

The Matas Award was established in the 
name of the world-renowned surgeon, Dr. Ru- 
dolph Matas, of New Orleans. Given only for 
extraordinary surgical achievement, only two 
Have received it prior to Dr. Elkin. The other 
recipients are Dr. Mont R. Reid of the Univer- 
sity of Cincinnati, in 1934, and Dr. Reynoldo 
dos Cantos, of the University of Lisbon, Portu-

Dr. Elkin did his undergraduate work at 
Yale, then entered the Emory University School 
of Medicine. He is now a member of the Emory 
medical faculty and holds the Whitehead chair

The Burma Road 


Down the road from Rangoon to Mandalay, 
and on down the road from Mandalay, the 
caravans are moving, down the old silk route 
and over the tortuous mountain trails into 
old China. The Burma road is open. 

The practical importance of the Burma road 
is great, but not as-great as its importance 
as a symbol. Under the flinty rocks and the 
fetid mud the western nations have buried 
appeasement. The great customs gates of 
Lashio stood as the last rampart of a mis- 
conceived diplomacy. Today they are open and 
the long trail bears the ploughshares beaten 
into swords for a people fighting on against 
fearful odds to preserve for themselves that 
intangible thing called liberty. 

The Japanese say they will close the road 
with bombs. For every bomb there are a thou- 
sand Chinese standing by to keep the road 


‘open and the goods of Mars flowing. And a 


few planes will soon spoil that boast, for the 
new planes the Chinese government is con- 
structing and the others she will be able to 
obtain are far superior to any of the now out- 
dated Japanese ships. There will be bombers 


to wreck the new air bases in Indo-China from 


which the Japanese hope to strike at the Bur- 
ma road. There will be pursuits to guard the 
skies above the road. And even without them, 
one must doubt that the Japanese are capable 
of closing a road running a thousand miles 
through the heart of some of the most deso- 
late countryside in the world. 

The Burma road was fashioned, not as 
we fashion our roads with great scrapers and 
mechanical shovels and tractors, but by the 
hand labor of untold thousands of Chinese 
workers, laboring in the heat of the summer 
and the lashing, bitter cold of the mountain 
valleys in the winter. It is no gleaming stretch 
of concreted splendor, nor a somber ‘carpet of 
asphalt. It is dirt and rocks, stretching all 
those grueling hundreds of miles from Burma 
to Kunming. 

It may be also that the Burma road is our 
road to war. It is not probable, but. possible, 
that the opening of the road will set in mo- 
tion a chain of events culminating in the in- 
volvement of the United States. 

If the Japanese cannot close the road with 
bombs, which is almost impossible, they must 
find some other way of stopping the stream of 


war materials to China, which will be an ever- - 
growing stream. It is not unlikely that Japa-. 


nese submarines and raiders will attempt to 
shut the door through Rangoon and that will 
indeed propose a serious question for the Unit- 
ed States. 

The Japanese-Chinese war, in contrast to 
the European hostilities, has never been recog- 
nized as a war by this government, conse- 
quently the provisions of the neutrality act 
do not shut out the Far East to American 
shipping. If the Japanese resort to the use of 
submarines and raiders to block the Burma 
road, then this country must with finality 
decide whether or not it will further surrender 
freedom of the seas or take counter action. 

Merely because the Far Eastern situation is 
less tense does not mean it is less grave,

THE TROUBLED PACIFIC. 

“The real battle of our times will not be 
fought in China, Indo-China, the Philippines, the 
Dutch East Indies, or even at Singapore,” says 
THE NEW YORK TIMES, which believes “It will 
be fought—it is now being fought—in Europe, be- 
tween free Britain and the slavery of Hitler. If 
Britain wins that fight, the situation in the Far 
East will take care of itself in time.” 

THE PHILADELPHIA BULLETIN, however, 
notes “An argument frequently heard is that the 
United States can best use its naval strength in 
the interest of civilization by concentrating it in 
the Atlantic. But to keep the aggressor in the Far 
East under a certain restraint may prove vital 
to ultimate success in the struggle against totali- 
tarian power in the west.” In this connection, THE 
BOSTON POST points out that “The United States 
strategists have been putting great pressure on 
the administration to accept Japan’s challenge 
now, when she will have to fight alone in the 
Pacific . . . They point out that now is the time 
to destroy the Japanese fleet. This will release 
our own Pacific fleet for duty in the Atlantic.” 
Another angle is suggested by THE BALTIMORE 
SUN, which says, “It would suit Hitler’s purposes 
admirably were the United States to become so in- 
volved with Japan as to feel it necessary to enter 
upon a war with that ceuntry, for in that event 
we should have little energy left to devote to 
helping the British.” 

TO THE WASHINGTON STAR, “We should 
spare no effort in full and open collaboration with 
the British to strengthen our military position in 
the Far East. If there is to be a war, we may ex- 
pect it quickly.” And THE NEW YORK TRIBUNE 
declares, “It need scarcely be pointed out that 
the case for maximum American aid to China is 
identical with the case for maximum American 
aid to Britain.” 


| THE CAPITAL PARADE 


By JOSEPH ALSOP AND ROBERT KINTNER. 
THE SHIFT TO WILLKIE WASHINGTON, Oct. 18.—After a 


summer of happy complacency, 
both New Dealers and Democratic professionals have now gone into 
something very like a tailspin about the election. While continuing 
to insist the President will win, they are admittedly suffering from 
queasiness and doubt. Consequently, they are besieging the Presi- 
dent to “do something,” without being particularly clear in their 
own minds about just what he ought to do. 

Obviously, one of the influences disturbing the President’s sup- 
porters is the inquiring Dr. Gallup’s recent discovery of a sharp 
shift toward Wendell L. Willkie. In addition to the polls, however, 
extremely upsetting reports have come to Washington from several 
crucial states. The Illinois organization of Ed Kelly, for example, 
has succumbed to mild panic and is bellowing for aid. Similarly, 
the New York leaders have sent warnings that the Italian and Irish 
Roman Catholic yotes are not to be relied on. 

Actually, these warnings began to céme in some time ago. Right 
of wrong, they disturbed the President and the men around him 
even before the polls gave confirmation. They were the reason for 
the lavish compliments the President tossed the Italo-Americans in 
his Columbus Day speech. They have also occasioned a frantic 
drive to persuade the Democrats’ Irish-American Achilles, James 
A. Farley, to emerge from his tent and indorse the President.- He 
is reported to have given a sort of grudging consent, indicating that 
in the course of the two speeches he will make for Senator David 
I. Walsh, of Massachuset®, and Boss Frank Hague, of Jersey City, 
he will remark in passing that he means to vote for Roosevelt. But 
even if this is not wishful thinking, the expected aid from Farley 
is not considered sufficiently generous. 


CAST IN A ROLE The uneasiness of the President’s support- 

ers is intensified, moreover, by the conflict 
between their longing to see him “do something” and their frank 
realization that there is little he can do. His three pre-election 
“political” speeches were planned during August, as was reported 
at the time in this space. It is thought that he can reasonably add 
one more speech of a frankly “political” character to his schedule, 
but even the New Dealers who have argued all along for a more 
active campaign now agree that serious campaigning is impossible, 
since the President has cast himself so definitely in the role of 
the leader caring only for the people’s business. 

The polls might be doubted, if the reports from the Democratic 
leaders did not confirm the existence of the shift towards Willkie. 
As to the reason for the shift, the New Dealers and Democratic 
professinals are at a loss to discover one. There is a convincing 
ring, however, in the explanation prevailing among the Willkie 
entourage on the campaign train. This is, quite simply, that the 
people are beginning to be impressed by the sheer doggedness and 
determination of the Republican candidate. 


CONVERTING A MASSEUR It is undeniably remarkable that 

Willkie has managed to survive 
so far without losing his temper, his head or his health. His 
schedule, as everyone must know, has been killing. In one day 
on his New England trip, for instance, he was called on to make 
15 speeches, and grimly made them all despite bitter and unanimous 
protests from his advisers, both to him and to Republican Chairman 
Joseph W. Martin Jr. Then, in addition to his killing schedule, 
he has had to work with men who often put as much energy into 
fighting one another as into their real work, and to travel in con- 
ditions of almost unparalleled confusion. Things are so hit and 
miss on the Willkie train that a leading member of the candidate’s 
entourage once gave 15 minutes to converting a dignified-looking, 
gray-haired stranger, only to hear the stranger reply, “I agree 
with every word you say, and I ought to know. I’m Mr. Willkie’s 
masseur. 

Fortunately, the management of the campaign train has been 
somewhat improved. Paul Smith, the able editor of the San Fran- 
cisco Chronicle, has joined the train to assist Russell Davenport 
who was carrying too heavy a managerial burden.

es “A crisis faces the 
Crisis American Newspa- 
In Guild per Guild through- 

out the country,” 
says the opening sentence of this 
eircular, to. which George Britt, 
of the World-Telegram, and Lewis 
Gannett, the book reviewer of the 
Herald-Tribune, among others, 
have subscribed their names. Mr. 
Gannett, incidentally, was one of 
those who not long ago decried 
the raising of the issue of Com- 
munism, insisting that “red-bait- 
ing” made for disunion and pro- 
vided material for hostile, if fac- 
tual, critics outside the organiza- 
tion. Now, however, he admits 
that the Communists have cre- 
ated a crisis in the life of the 
guild. 

“Despite the year-long strike in| 
Chicago,” says the appeal, “the 
employes of the Chicago Herald- 
American, by a 4-to-1 vote, chose 
to be represented by company- 
sponsored unions.” 

This refers to the new AFL edi- 
torial union of Americans who 
want collective bargaining power 
without Communist control. 

The Communists took the Chi- 
cago Hearst people through a ter- 
rible experience—which resulted 
in the premature destruction of| 
hundreds of jobs and a hearty de- 
nunciation of the guild by the 
men of the AFL crafts, who also 
‘ost their jobs when the old) 
Herald-Examiner went out of'| 
business.

Herald-Examiner was shaky any- 
way, but during the long strike 
and boycott on the paper’s adver- 
tisers the guild jubilantly boasted 
of the decline of its advertising 
lineage and revenue.

And they even more recently leaped on the 
quivering frame of the gentleman at Yale who said Yale had de- 
cided intercollegiate football could be abandoned without any harm 
and that the general trend was along those lines. The boys made 
the obvious attack, which was that Yale had just been defeated 
by about 50 points and the gentleman from Yale was weary of it 
all.

And I wonder if they saw that 
Birmingham-Southern, which this year is without football for the 
first time, is doing well and glad to have got rid of the burden 
and the troubles of intercollegiate football? 

I just wonder, because those little things are straws in the wind. 
And if a great university such as Yale, the father of the game, 
incidentally, drops football, it will have a profound effect. Don’t 
think many others wouldn’t follow. 


BIG-TIME EVILS Vanderbilt comes swarming down to At- 

lanta today with the old do-or-die spirit. 
They have just a few players and they have lost, 7 to 6, to Prince- 
ton and been tied, 7 and 7, by Kentucky. 

Yet Vanderbilt students and alumni are happy about football 
for the first time since the days of Dan McGugin. The team is 
happy and is playing such spirited football that all Nashville, which 
never gets very excited, is thrilled by its performances. 

And why? As a former student there, I think I know. 

Vanderbilt went out and got a young Vanderbilt graduate, who 
came in and got to know his players, won their confidence and 
gave them back their self-respect and their spirit. Also, I think, 
Vanderbilt feels more honest about football. They got rid of a 
lot of pretense and a lot of high-pressure influences which never 
were meant for college football. . 

Young Red Sanders, the present coach, ia a fine influence and 
a very capable coach. There are a lot of gags about football build- 
ing character. It can build character if the coach who teaches it 
is himself able to impart it. It is an intangible imparting. But it 
is there. : 

I think this about football. There are many, many college play- 
ers who lost their self-respect and began to feel themsclves pro- 
fessionals, bought and paid for, and therefore just hired help. That 
sort of players never really feel themselves a part of the college 
and its life. 

This sort of thing is happening in many, many places and it 
is a very harmful influence on the game. 

The sooner a great many universities either get rid of that sort 
of thing or quite the game entirely, the better off football will be. 

Vanderbilt is rated the loser in today’s game. But under its 
young coach, just out of bed following an appendectomy, they will 
play such a game as may enable them to win. Vanderbilt is play- 
ing with the spirit and the zest which made the McGugin teams 
such favorites everywhere they went across a span of 30 years.

SEATTLE, Wash.—Yesterday was another one of those days in 
which only the absolutely necessary time was given to work of any 
kind.

We had our luncheon out on the terrace 
with the children, who came home from school 
with just enough time to eat and rush back 
again. When they came home in the afternoon, 
they insisted that we all go out for a ride in 
the new boat.

Movement: Swing the leg up in| 


front, then high up in back, keep- 


ing the knee straight and bending | 
forward at the waist to increase | 


the backward swing. Start with 
12 counts of each leg and grad- 
ually increase to 25 counts each, 
later to 50. If you mean business 
you can eventually do 100 swings

with each leg. Rest between each 
25 counts, and at the finish shake 
each leg loosely to rid the muscles 
of tension. Otherwise, it would 
hold over and you'll ache! 

A short side back kick is very 
effective in reaching the bulges on 
the sides of the hips. Make sure 
that the angle is right. 

Position: Standing, 
Chairback for support. 

Movement: Kick to the side back 
with the leg in short, quick thrusts 
from the hips, with knees straight. 
Always shake the tension out of 
each leg when you finish these ex- 
ercises. 

Rolling is the best means of 
smoothing the hipline—straight 
rolling for a general hip problem: 
rolling in a semi-sitting position 
for that easy chair spread: and 
rolling over on the thighline for 
thigh bulges. 

Position: Lie on the side on the 
floor with legs straight down and 
one hand out on the floor as a 
brace 

Movement: Push with the hand 
and roll across the hips until you 
are resting on the opposite side, 
weight on the thigh, and other 
hand out as brace. Continue roll- 
ing 50 counts and relax complete- 
ly before going on with your ex- 
ercise. 

For the semi-sitting: roll: 

Position: Sit on. the floor in a 
half-reclining position with the 
weight partially supported by the 
hands, which should be on the 
floor at the sides, slightly back. 
Use the hands as a push on one 
side, a brake on the other, and roll 
from side to side so the weight is 
brought to bear on the portion of 
the hips which needs slimming.

Te United States army will not 
favor enlistment of men who have 
been pardoned of misdemeanor 


convictions. 

This was brought out yesterday 
after Governor Rivers approved 
full pardons for two youths who 
had expressed a desire to enter 


the army. 

Marvin Griffin, executive sec- 
retary to Governor Rivers, said 
Gene Padgett and John Padgett, 
of Ben Hill county, had been 
granted executive clemency upon 
the recommendation of Judge ae 
Gower, who pointed out that the 
youths wanted to enlist. 

Informed about the two cases, 
the judge advocate general's of- 
fice at Fourth Corps Area head- 
quarters said the army would not 
accept men convicted of felonies 
even though given full pardons 
and added that pardoned misde- 
meanor prisoners would be in @a 
“questionable” status. 

Up to Fourth Corps. 

The War Department in Wash- 
ington said Fourth Corps Area 
}eadquarters would have to de- 
cide whether the two men would 
be permitted to enlist in the army, 
adding that department regula- 
tions forbade generally the enlist- 
ment of “persons who have been 
imprisoned under sentence of civil 
court.” 

Gene Padgett was convicted of 
using obscene language and sen- 
tenced to 12 months, while John 
Padgett was convicted of assault 
and battery and given 12 months. 

Griffin said the pardons would 
not be recalled since they were 
not granted upon the condition 
that the youths enter the army.
